"I had a splendid 
trip," said 
Mr. 
Wcedon 
yesterday, 
"Everybody 
Is 
busy In the States, which is the 
out-I'or- 
of a most prosperous season, ilut 
In their 
leisure moments the 
people 
have an Intense thirst for knowledge 
of 
the Islands. 
"After rapid traveling, every mile of 
which wns 
most 
enjoyable, I finally 
brought up at the national convention 
of the Y. M. C. A., held nt Grand Ra- 
pids, Mich. 
Everything 
was 
thrown 
open 
to the 'Hawaiian delegation.' At 
the hotel my apartments 
were 
con- 
stantly 
filled with people desirous 
of 
obtaining information 
regarding 
the 
Islands. 
I was elected one of the vice 
presidents and 
was 
called 
upon to 
Apeak many times. 
On one occasion 
I 
talked in the Hawaiian language, and 
all the listeners were breathless 
with 
attention. 
That was the first time they 
had ever heard the native tongue of the 
new possession. 
"After the convention had adjourned 
I traveled throughout the Middle and 
Eastern 
States. 
At every city I was 
compelled to talk on Hawaii. 
At Cleve 
land I addressed about a dozen 
audi- 
ences. 
They were nil anxious for in 
formation regarding Hawaii, especial 
ly the chances of 
strangers .succeed 
ing.

No one wished to class us with the Cu 
bans or the Filipinos.

estate to found and endow schools for 
native Hawaiian boys and girls. They 
were there 
to be not only Instructed

livelihood with their hands In various 
lines of handicraft, 
me scnoois nave 
long since been firmly planted and tho 
CBtato behind them has Increased

lulu are tho groups of buildings of the 
Kamehameha schools,

This 
work is more In band on Kauai than 
It has been for many years, and each 
year it has improved under Mr. 
Lyd-gate- 's 
elEcieiit supervision. 
On Maul 
Mr. Lewis' labors are beginning to le 
ML. 
The same may be said of that 
part of Hawaii which is under the 
of Mr. Hill, while on Oahu 
It is expected that the influence of Mr. 
Richards' work done among the Sun- 
day schools and young 
Haw-aiinn- s 
of 
tbe city, will extend 
over the entire 
island and ere long reach throughout 
the group. 
One more white man for 
tbe large Island 
of 
Hawaii, to have 
charge of tbe Konas, is an imperative 
necessity. 
A splendid field is offered 
there to any one willing to learn the 
native language, 
and 
as a Christian 
leader put himself in touch with 
the 
churches and people of that large and 
populous region. 
THE 
FIELD AND THE 
MINISTRY. 
The great difficulty we labor under 
in the conduct of this work is the lack 
or a properly trained and capable body 
of ministers. 
There are at least four- 
teen parishes in need of pastors; 
six 
are on Hawaii, three on Maul, three on 
Oahu, one on Kauai, and one on 
Molo-fca- L 
To meet this need there are four 
or five men p..gsibly available for ser- 
vice. 
We have lost one valuable pas- 
tor during the year by death; 
one, a 
man of large ability and influence 
has 
been suspended from 
the
